value of products grown and 
consumed on the farm.

percent, compares with a

percent 
rise in the 


United States and with 19.7 
percent in the West North 
Central States.

Some parents have gone 
overboard and now forbid 
children to watch popular 
TV shows and ban “ violent” 
books, such as Mother Goose 
or Grimm’s Fairy Tales, she 
notes, 
warning 
that “ too 
strict 
censorship 
may 
do 
more harm than good. It can 
get a child so curious that he 
just “ has to” look at those 
forbidden 
TV 
shows 
or 
books outside his home. 
Then 
if 
he 
becomes 
frightened by what he sees, 
he doesn’t feel free to talk 
about it with his parents, 
since he wasn’t supposed to 
see it anyway. Pent up, his 
fears

diminish. 
The violence- “ really a 
kind of pseudo- violence” - 
that shows up in children’s 
play is easily misinterpreted 
by parents and teachers, says 
the psychologist.

RED KEY, Ind. (AP) - 
What you scrape off your 
shoes today may be the 
answer to the energy crisis 
tomorrow, claims an east 
central Indiana farmer. 
Richard Shuttleworth, of 
rural Red Key, uses ordinary 
cow manure, plentiful and 
free on his 144-acre cattle 
farm, to power most of his 
domestic energy needs. 
Shuttlesworth and his son 
John have constructed what 
th ey 
call 
an 
“anerobic 
digester" that can convert 
meadow muffins, road apples 
or buffalo chips into usable 
methane fuel. 
Using 
a 
garden 
hose, 
Shuttlesworth hooked up his 
contraption here Friday and 
o p e ra ted 
an 
automobile 
engine 
for 
a 
group 
of 
newsmen. 
" I t 
p rovides 
enough 
power to run gas lights, heat 
a 
house 
or 
dry 
grain," 
Shuttlesworth said. 
The homemade gasoline is 
produced by dumping waste 
and water in the machine and 
vacuum-sealing 
the 
unit, 
which then uses bacteria to 
break down the manure into 
gaseous matter. It also makes 
a nitrogen-rich fertilizer. 
The manure and water is 
allowed to stand. As it does, 
the gas rises to the top of the 
tank, where it is siphoned 
off, for use directly as it 
comes from the generator or 
it can be stored in presurized 
tanks. 
The system represents an 
investment 
of ¿5,000, but 
Shuttlesworth said anyone 
with a 55-gallon metal drum 
and some spare time could 
make one for less than $2,000. 
His son, John, editor of 
an ecology magazine, said the 
basic idea behind the digester 


might someday enable an 
apartment 
building to be 
heated 
by 
its 
residents’ 
wastes. 
The elder Shuttlesworth 
started building the digester 
last July with the assistance 
of L. John Fry, who designed 
one that processed enough 
gas from the waste of his hog 
herd to power his South 
African farm.

Choice acting plum that it is, the part of Lt. Theo 
Kojak was still given a lot of thought by Telly Savalas 
before he agreed to accept the starring role in the new 
series “ Kojak,” broadcast Wednesdays (9:00-10:00 PM

Savals first wondered, “Does the world need another 
television cop show?”

A SUPPLEMENT TO THE 
OXFORD ENGLISH DICTION­ 
ARY. Edited by R.W. Burch­ 
field. Volume I, A-G. Oxford 
University Press. 1,331 Pages.

“The Oxford English Diction­ 
ary” is undoubtedly the great­ 
est lexicon ever compiled in the 
language, probably in any lan­ 
guage, and a comprehensive 
supplement to it is bound to be a 
major publishing event. 
The basic dictionary was con­ 
ceived in 1858, at the high noon 
of Victorianism, and the great 
scholars who carried out the 
conception had to be influenced 
in some degree by that golden 
era with its sometimes stifling 
mores. When the work was 
completed in 1928, it had em- 
; ployed 12 volumes and the dedi­ 
cated care of four chief editors. 
TSth-volume supplement was 
added in 1933 in an effort to 
bring the work up to date. The 
present supplement, which will 
extend to two more volumes 
over the next six years, re­ 
places the earlier one of more 
than a generation ago. 
The new supplement is as 
much a child of our time as the 
mother work was of Victorian 
and Edwardian provenance. 
But. disregarding any prefer­ 
ence or prejudice for the in­ 
clusion of words from which the 
first editors politely turned 
away, no diminution of scholar­ 
ship is apparent. The basic for­ 
mat prevails: the evolution of 
words is traced to the present, 
with fascinating quotations to f 
support the progressive — or 
regressive — definitions. - 
Yes, the four-letter words 
which the Victorian editors 
knew but shunned in print are 
there, at least the most signifi­ 
cant ones, from A through G, 
and indubitably the others will 
follow in the subsequent voi: 
umes.. But also vou find thè : 
words of modern technology 
and science: aureomycin. co­ 
balt bomb, computer, complex, 
plus some more encyclopedic 
than lexicographical, such as 
Guarnerius. for thè famous 
Italian violin maker. 
Also, much more attention is 
paid to the themes with vari­ 
ations on the mother tongue 
played in America and the En­ 
glish-speaking dominions —

*; hapS the fact that the new edi­ 
tor, R.W. Burchfield, is a New 
Zealander now a fellow at St. 
Peter s College, Oxford, may 
have contributed subtly to this 
approach. The present editors 
are very appreciative of the 
imaginative insights of H.L. 
Mencken in “The American 
Language,” as the editors of 
the previous supplement were 
not. And quotations from such 
as Henry Miller, D.H. Law­ 
rence and Philip Roth to illus­ 
trate the raunchier nuances 
would make the earlier editors 
open their eyes wide — then 
blink.

“ The Oxford English Diction­ 
ary" is undoubtedly the great­ 
est lexicon ever compiled in the 
language, probably in any lan­ 
guage. and a comprehensive 
supplement to it is bound to be a 
major publishing event. 
The basic dictionary was con­ 
ceived in 1858, at the high noon 
of Victorianism, and the great 
scholars who carried out the 
conception had to be influenced 
in some degree by that golden 
era with its sometimes stifling 
mores. When the work was 
completed in 1928, it had em ­ 
ployed 12 volumes and the dedi­ 
cated care of four chief editors. 
A 13th-volume supplement was 
added in 1933 in an effort to 
bring the work up to date. The 
present supplemei.t, which will 
extend to two more volumes 
over the next six years, re­ 
places the earlier one of more 
than a generation ago. 
The new supplement is as 
much a child of our time as the 
mother work was of Victorian 
and Edwardian provenance. 
But. disregarding any prefer­ 
ence or prejudice for the in­ 
clusion of words from which the 
first editors politely turned 
away, no diminution of scholar­ 
ship is apparent. The basic for­ 
mat prevails: the evolution of 
words is traced to the present, 
with fascinating quotations to 
support the progressive — or 
regressive — definitions. 
Yes, the four-letter words 
which the Victorian editors 
knew but shunned in print are 
there, at least the most signifi­ 
cant ones, from A through G, 
and indubitably the others will 
follow in the subsequent vol­ 
umes 
But also vou find the 
words of modem technology 
and science: aureomycin. co­ 
balt bomb, computer, complex 
plus some more encyclopedic 
than lexicographical, such as 
Guarnerius, for the famous 
Italian violin maker 
Also, much more attention is 
paid to the themes with vari­ 
ations on the mother tongue 
played in America and the En­ 
glish-speaking dominions — 
Australia, Canada, etc. Per- 
- hapS the fact that the new edi­ 
tor. R.W. Burchfield, is a New 
Zealander now a fellow at St. 
Peter's College. Oxford, may 
have contributed subtly to this 
approach. The present editors 
are very appreciative of the 
imaginative insights of ILL. 
Mencken in “The American 
language,” as the editors of 
the previous supplement were 
not. And quotations from such 
as Henry Miller, D.H. l.aw- 
rence and Philip Roth to illus­ 
trate the raunchier nuances 
would make the earlier editors 
,>pen their eyes wide — then 
blink. Incidentally, some of 
those shadier words centuries 
ago were cleaner, almost clini­ 
cal.

It cannot be stressed too 
much that this latest work is a 
supplement, not a complete dic- 
tion ary. 
Prudently it was 
brought out a year after “The 
Compact Edition of the Oxford 
English Dictionary," in small 
print requiring a magnifying 
glass, which reduced the origi • 
nal 13 volumes to two and the 
cost from $300 to $75. .
